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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Interpretation 

2. In view of the claim language, "a coated metal powder coated on the surface of 
the ferromagnetic metal powder with the coating material", the coating material that is 
coated on the ferromagnetic metal powder also includes "a coated metal powder" (claim 
1, lines 4 and 5). Thus, as drafted claim 1 is directed to a coated ferromagnetic powder 
metal powder coated with a coating material wherein the coating material is a 
phosphoric acid compound containing aluminum and the coating material also contains 
a coated metal powder. In other words, the claimed metal powder is itself coated with 
a coating that contains coated particles and a phosphoric acid compound containing 
aluminum. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, First Paragraph 

3. Claims 1 to 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a coated ferromagnetic metal powder coated with 
a coating material wherein the coating material is a phosphoric acid compound which 
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contains aluminum, the specification does not reasonably provide enablement for the 
claimed invention as set forth above under the heading, "Claim Interpretation". The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention commensurate in scope with 
these claims. 

4. The specification teaches how to make a coated ferromagnetic metal powder 
coated with a coating material wherein the coating material is a phosphoric acid 
compound which contains aluminum. However, the specification does not teach how to 
make the claimed coated ferromagnetic metal powder which is itself coated with a 
coating that contains coated particles and additionally phosphoric acid compound 
containing aluminum. Claims 1 to 1 5 as presently drafted are not directed to the 
disclosed invention.
